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HOLY COINS. A RECENT AGITATION. 
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A Frenchman named Boyer d’Agen, who is the author of a work on Lourdes, — 
discovered a curious bronze medal among anumber of old coins for saleina — 
curiosity shop at Rome, He bought it for 10 centimes because he thought he — 
discovered on it Hebrew characters dating back to the primitive times of the | 
Christian era. On close examination it has been declared that it bears the - 

effigy of the Jesus. - 

The portrait is a profile, with the head slightly inclined foLward: The + 
forehead is high, the nose rather long, slightly pointed at the tip; the mus- a 
taches are slightly marked, and the beard is pointed. As forthe hair, it is 
long and curly. The physiognomy, taken as a whole, cannot be called regu- — 
lar, but it isextremely faséinating. On returning to Paris, M. Boyer d’Agen — 
showed the medal to numerous numismatists, who pronounced it to be ab — 
least of the greatest antiquity, though, of course, it would have been toon 
much to expect they should guarantee its authenticity. The Hebrew in-— 
scription it bears on the reverse, translated into English, is, “The Messiah, 
the King, will come in peace. He is the light of men, incarnate and living.’” 
Replicas of this medal, in bronze and silver are being struck. 


The recent discovery by M. Boyer d’Agen, in Paris, of a holy coin, bearing _ 
the supposed image of Christ, has been followed by a bringing to light of sim- 
ilar coins in England. The coin bears a portrait of the Saviour with the name— 
Jesus in Hebrew characters. On the reverse side is the motto: 
“The Messiah, the King, will come in Peace. Heis the incarnate living — 
light of men.” “a : 
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The discovery of this coin has excited the numismatic experts of Paris. 
Hardly a doubt is entertained of its being a genuine specimen of this rarest 
- and most sacred of coins, and it is believed to be a specimen of the Messianic 
coin which was in use among the Jewish Christians in Jerusalem during the 
_ first century after the birth of Christ. 
a According to the London Daily Mail, it appears that there are others of 
_ these holy coins in existence, some in England. It would alsoseem asif a 
fine specimen of the Messianic coin, being almost an exact duplicate of that 
- recently discovered in Paris, is now in possession of Mr. George Mackey, of 
London and Birmingham, a well known collector of such articles of vertu. 
- ‘This Messianic coin, now in England, has had a remarkable history. It 
_ was unearthed in 1812 in County Cork, Ireland. <A peasant was digging po- 
- tatoes there accompanied by his daughter, when she found among the newly 
_ upturned soil, what she thought to be a large button. 
On further examination it turned out to be an antique bronze medal of 

_ singular structure and device. On one side was the head of the Saviour, with 
a Hebrew inscription reading: ‘‘The Messiah has reigned, He came in peace, 
and being made the light of man He lives.”? On the medal becoming known 
_ to antiquaries, many theories were promulgated as to its origins and history, 
and while there were some dissentients from it, the view subsequently ad- 
 hered to was that it was a genuine tessera, or amulet, struck by the 
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First Jewish Cotiverts 


to Christianity, and worn by them as a pious memorial of their Master, and 
that its date was indicated by the Hebrew letter ‘‘aleph” on the obverse side, 

which, representing the numeral ‘‘I.,’’ implied that the medal was struck in 
the first year after the Resurrection. 
The question has been hazarded: Might it not have been from the St. Peter 
sketch of Our Lord’s likeness that this medallion copy of His features was 
- modelled? Who knows? There is one thing about the medal, however, 
which, whatever else may be said regarding its origin, gives it a decisive 
4% mark of great antiquity, viz: the absence of the ‘‘nimbus of glory’ round the 
» head a feature of the likeness of Christ that is not in evidence prior to the 
seventh century. 
It will be noticed that the Hebrew inscription differs somewhat from that 
on the coin recently found in Paris. But the two are so nearly alike that it 
- geems possible that they were struck at the same time, which, experts say, 
was probably the year after the Resurrection. Mr. George Mackey, who owns 
this coin, has written to the Daily Mail from Birmingham, saying he will be 
glad to show it to anybody interested in the subject who may call upon him 
for that purpose.

Other Rettiarkable Coins 


Rin England, judging from the following letters written to the Daily Mail. 
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One is from a resident of St. George’s square, S. W.. and says: 
To the Editor of the Daily Mail: 

The mention in the Daily Mail of the holy coin has been of great interest 4 
to me, as I have for some years possessed a bronze coin which so far has puz- 4 
zled all those to whom I have shown it. It appears to be of much the same 
description as the coin of which you print a picture. 

On one s'd2 a head appears, which has been taken for a representation of 
the Saviour or of Pontius Pilate, surrounded by an inseription, partly obliter- 
ated, iu which ‘‘Naza’”’ may be the first portion of Nazareth. On the reverse 
there is another Latin inscription surrounding unmistakable emblems of the 
crucifixion, among which a cross and figure, ladder, chalice, hammer, spear, — 
crown of thorns, and cock can easily be distinguished. : 

. The following letter is likewise interesting: 

To the Editor of the Daily Mail: 

Will you allow me to say that the model described as ‘‘a holy coin” in your — 
issue of Saturday is by no means unique, and has been known to numismatists _ 
from an early period? I have a specimen in my own cabinet, purchased some 
twenty years ago. It was first mentioned by Theseus Ambrosius, and since 
then has been illustrated in various works since the early part of the seven- 
teenth century. * 

_ A full description of the medal (or amulet?) is contained in “An Essay on 
Ancient Coins, Medals and Gems,” by the Rev. R. Walsh, London, 1880. Ac-. 
cording to this authority, the character at the back of the head is the Hebrew 
letter ‘‘Aleph,’’ and the characters in front of the face form the Jewish name 
of Jesus. The translation of the reverse is given as ‘The Messiah has reigned; 
He came in peace, and being made the light of man, He lives.

To the Editor of the Daily Mail: 

I have a very similar coin to the one shown in your Daily Magazine—a Silver 
coin size of a half-crown, but thicker. There is not one in the British 
Museum. The authorities there have inspected mine and sent me the partic- 
ulars as follows: ‘‘Italian coin 17th century. Son of Jesse, the Messiah, was 
crucified on the 6th day and taken down on the 6th day. He lived. The head 
faces to left, and is unmistakably the same as the central figure in the great 
painting of ‘The Last Supper,’ by Le snardo da Vinci.”’ '

In this article mention has been made of Walsh’s work on “Coins, Medals, © 
and Gems.’’ The editor of ‘THe NuUMISMATIST extracts the following con- ‘ 
cerning this coin or medal, from the second edition of this work (London 1828) 
in his possession. cad 

“In the year 1812, a peasant in the county of Cork, in Ireland, was digging 
potatoes, accompanied by his daughter, who picked them up as they were | 
thrown above the ground. Among them she tound encrusted with clay, ~ 4 
what she thought to be a large button, and handed it to her father. He 
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rubbed the edge on the sleeve of his coat, and in a short time it became bright 
like gold. He now imagined he had gained a prize, and proceeded with it to 
his landlord, Mr. Cirleth, a gentleman of Cork, of the Society of Friends. 
He further cleaned it, and found it to be an antique medal of singular struc- 
ture and device. On one side was the head of ouf Saviour, and on the other 
a Hebrew inscription; both, however, considerably injured by time. As the 
place where the potatoes were planted had been the site of a very ancient 
monastery Cowal with the first introduction of Christianity into Ireland, 
outof which even the ruins had long since disappeared, it was imagined, with 
every probability that this medal had been, brought into Ireland by some of 
the religious community at a very early period, and as such, was an object of 
great interest. Facsimili, therefore, were taken from it, and sent about, and 
in a short time it excited in no slight degree the attention of the learned, and 
various conjectures were made as to its age and origin. About this time a 
medal of a similar kind came into my possession, obtained from a Polish Jew, 
at Rostoc, in Germany: sand in comparing it with that found in Ireland, it 
appeared to be an exact counterpart, and struck from the same die. As it had 
not suffered the same injuries from attrition and erasion, it was in a highly 
state of perfect preservation, and the letters, which were much injured in the 
former, and caused some obscurity in the inscription, were in this sharp and 
distinct as when they were struck. But the bust of Christ was singularly 
beautiful; it had a pensive sub!imity in its .ir and character that exactly ac- 
corded with our ideas of its great prototype, as if he had sat for the picture: 
and the execution denoted it to have been the production of an era when die 
arts were in the highest vigor. It would appear by the testimony of different 
writers, that it was first mentioned by Theseus Ambrosius, and after him had 
been a subject of inquiry by the learned of Hurope for more than two centu- 
ries: that it first made its appearance in Rome when the Venus de Medici 
and other long-lost productious of ancient art were again brought to light; 
that inferior copies of it were multiplied, with slight variations, but that the 
original was not a coin, but a tessera. or amulet, struck by the first Jewish 
converts to Christianity, aad worn by them as a pious memorial of their Mas- 
ter: and, finally, that the date was indicated by the Hebrew letter, Aleph, om: 
the obverse, which then, as well as now, represents the numeral I, and indi- 
cated that it was struck in the first year after the resurrection. The opin- 
ions here hazarded have been much disputed, partisulariy the supposed dates. 
Nor has the use for which it was struck been less 1 subject of difference. It 
must have been intended also for a circulating coin, a medal to commemorate 
an interesting event, a relic to gratify pious credulity, or an amulet or charny 
to protect the wearer against injury or misfortune. All these opinions are 
adopted by different writers; but whatever might have been the origin there 
is strong evidence that it was generally applied to the fourth purpose,. and 
used as an abraxas, in that class of superstitious fabrications which were so 
highly prized in the first ages of Christianity. Such was the opinion of the 
Jew from whom it was purchased, who had marked it Christian Talisman, 
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and parted with it asa thing highly valuable to a Christian but of no impor- — 
tance to a Jew. 
The value annexed to the medal has also been a Subject of much controyer-—

sy, some holding it in the most extravagant estimation, and some rejecting —

it altogether as unworthy of a place in any cabinet. But it appears to me ; 
that both of these opinions are erroneous. There is no certain evidence that 
it has a claim to the high antiquity and interesting origin that some assign — 
to it; yet it is, nevertheless, certain that it hasa respectable claim to the at- — 
tention of the curious. When literature and science began to dawn in Europe | 
after the darkness of the middle ages, and the minds of inquisitive men were Fé 
first directed to search for the remains of ancient art, this medal was discoy- 2 
ered. It was seen at Rome by Theseus Ambrosius, and described as a great — 
curiosity in the pontificate of Julius II, the immediate predecessor of Leo X, | 
the reviver of learning in Europe. This proves that it existed at that time, — 
and was among the objects of ancient art that then engaged the attention of — 
the learned; but it does not prove that it did not exist long before. Indeed 
the very circumstance of its wanting a nimbus of glory round the head, is a 
presumption amounting almost-to a certainty, that it was not fabricated aft- 
er the 7th century, at which time that symbol of sanctity was adopted as a 
distinctive mark of sacred person, and it was considered impious to depict — 
them without it. The very curious and scarce work of Theseus Ambrosius — 
has been recently found in the library of Trinity College, Dublin, where it 
had remained for two centuries unknown, and but for this late and accidental 
discovery his evidence would be wanting in the enquiry. How many rare 
works of a similar kind and earlier date illustrative of the Subject may yet 
be discovered, we cannot presume to Say: but since his time the medal has 
been noticed and described by a series of writers down to the present day. 
Without myself deciding on any of these conflicting opinions, I have merely «4 
referred to their authorities: but I think it not too much to assert, that what — 
has been thus an object of interest and research to the learned men of Europe 
for nearly three hundred years, must be of no small value in the estimation 
of the curious enquirer. 

“The illustration at the head oft his article is taken frcm the work of Rev. 
Walsh. The obverse represents the head of our Saviour as described in the _ 
letter said to be sent by Lentulus to Tiberius: his hair divided after the man- | 
ner of the Nazarenes, plain to his ears, and waving on his shoulders; his head 
thick, not long, but forked, the face beautiful, and the bust fine: over the 
whole the tunic falls in graceful folds. On the obverse is the Hebrew letter 
signifying ‘‘Aleph’ with the word in Hebrew ‘“‘Jesus,’’ but the reverse in 
Hebrew also, translated ‘‘The Messiah has reigned; he came in peace, and be- 
ing made the light of man, he lives.”

First GOLD COINS IN ENGLAND.—The first English monarch to establish 


a gold currency was King Henry II. The first current gold coin in the coun- _ 


try was issued by the King in the year 1247. It-wasof pure gold, passed for 
twenty pence, and was called a gold penny. The next current gold coin issued 
—the florin—was issued by Edward III, in 1344. Guineas were issued by 
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Charles II, in 1663, and continued to be coined till 1817, when they were su- 
perseded by sovereigns. The gold sovereign was first coined by Henry VII. 
Though the coining of money be a special prerogative of the Crown, yet the 
ancient Saxon Princes communicated it to their subjects, insomuch that in 
every good town there was at least one mint; but at London there were eight; 
at Canterbury four for the King, two for the Archbishop; one for the ay 
at Winchester; six at Rochester, and two at Hastings. 


A VALUABLE PENNY.—The most valuable penny ever coined in Great Brit- 
ain was the gold one issued during the reign of Henry III, and passed current 
at the rate of, or equal to, twenty silver pennies to one gold one. Its purchas-  — 
ing power was about the same as twelve dollars of the present day. They — 
were of pure gold, without alloy of any kind, and only three or four specimens 
exist of these coins, which gave great dissatisfaction at the time of issue; 
their value being too high, and not needed for the ordinary purposes of trade: 
they were withdrawn from circulation and melted down, hence their rarity. 
They are worth any price, from seven hundred dollars upwards.

Feb. 16,—Dr. Codrington, librarian, in the chair. Mr. W. J. Hocking, Mr. 
_ Horace W. Monckton and Mr. P. Powell-Cotton were admitted as members, 
and Lieut. Col. Gerald Boyle was proposed asa member. Mr. L. A. Lawrence 
_ exhibited some forgeries of coins of Stephen and Matilda, of Stephen alone 
3 and of Robert, Earl of Gloucester, which by some numismatists have been 
- considered to be genuine, and have usually been described as of ‘‘Boulogne 
works. » Mr. T. Bliss exhibited some unpublished pennies struck at Canter- 
bury by the Archbishops Wulfred, Ceolnuth and Plegmund. Mr. W. Webster 
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showed a Roman denarius struck in Spain during the reign of Galba, having 
on the obverse a helmeted head and the legend ‘‘Adsertor Libertatis,’’ and 
on the reverse Victory erecting a trophy and the legend ‘Legion X V.Philn 
and also a denarius of Carausius with the head of Sol on the reverse and the 
inscription “‘Clarit Carausi Aug.” Mr. E. C. Krumbholz exhibited the 
French france piece of 1898, by the artist Roty, having on one side a represen- 
tation of a sower and on the other a laurel branch with mark of value, etc. 
‘This piece was soon withdrawn from circulation on account of its unsuitabil- 
ity for general currency.- Mr. R. Ll. Kenyon communicated a paper on ‘the 
Shrewsbury mint and its officers under Henry III. The paper was based on 


a Roll, still in existence among the Shrewsbury Borough Records. giving an © 


account of the assays made by the Kuforo of the dies between January 29, 
1248-9 and February 9, 1249-50, From this document it appears that during 
that period pennies to the amount of 7,1671 were struck in Shrewsbury alone. 
Mr. Kenyon described at some length the status of the moneyer, whose name 
appeared on the coinage. From the evidence of Cotemporary records, it is 
certain that the moneyer was not the actual engraver of the coin dies, but 
he was a burgess of the city and a man of means, of responsibility and of 
strict integrity. His principal duties were to receive the dies from the Ex- 
chequer Court in London, to procure the silver and the alloy from which the 
coins were struck and to direct and superintend the making of the coins. 
The author also gave some interesting particulars as regards the status of 
other mint officers, among whom were the keeper of the dies, the assayors, 
the clerk for the keeping of the exchange and others; and also as to various 
regulations relating to the trial of the Pyx. Mr. E.J. Seltman, in a short 
paper, replied to some criticisms of M. Six on a previous article by him, on ~ 
Coins of Rhegium. In that article, Mr. Seltman claimed for the seated fig- 
ure on the reverse a representation of Aristaeus. M. Six, on the other hand, — 3 
associated the figure with Iocastos, the founder of the city of Rhegium, who, 
it is said, died from the effects of a snake bite. From the illustrations of the 
coins, M. Six argued that the coins showed the serpent actually attacking 
the figure of Icastos. In his reply, Mr. Seltman, who had had opportunities 
of examining either the original coins or plaster casts of them, contended 
that on none of them was there any sign of the serpent biting the figure, and 
that what M. Six had taken for the serpent’s head was a mere break in the 
arrangement of the drapery around the hips, In this respect, therefore, M. 
Six’s arguments could not be maintained. (Althenaeum.)

ONE by one our great ones are falling. One by one our lights go out to be — 
rekindled upon the other side. Only a short time since came the word, : 
“Charles J. Rodgers is dead in Amritzar, and now (April 14) the telegraph — 
briefly announces ‘‘Edouard Frossard is dead in New York.’”’ All too briefly — 
come these ominous announcements. Yet what grave import and vast mean- — 
ing tous. What loss to the Numismatic world. Indeed great ones have fal- — 
len from among us. In their death our science and our Association suffer a 
loss that seems almost irreparable and the Numismatist and its editor feel a 
personal one. Mr. Rodgers’ biography so recently published in this magazine — 
is still fresh with our readers. In 1896 failing health impelled him to revisit 
his native shores and at Handsworth, near Birmingham, he sought the needed ~ 
rest. Apparently he regained his wonted strength and his restless spirit — 
yearned for India where he had spent so many years and he felt that his work a 
was unfinished. He returned to Amritzar and that meant a return to work. ~ 4 
There is a vein of sadness that runs through all his letters. He continued to — 
feel, that while his work was appreciated in a scientific way he did notreceive 
that recognition in a financial way his long service and work shoulddemand ~ 
from his government. A brief extract from one of his late letters will suffice: — 
‘‘T have nothing to add to my story. The government of India has justnow too ~ 
many irons in the fire to attend to Numismatics. But if in the past more at- a 
tention had been given to the history of India the present generation would 
not be so ungrateful to the British government as it is. Very little attention a 
is given in India to the study of Indian history either by natives or English- | 
men. Governors are always changing and although I have left India less — 
than two years Iam already forgotten. However, my books and papers will — 
live after me and the encouragement I have not received will count asa blot — 
on the government which is a thing to be deeply deplored. I cannot help — 
that, it-is no fault of mine. I have begged for work and it has not been given — 
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me. Iam nota German or a Frenchman. I only count as an Englishman 
whose duty it was to do all he could to exploit the old history of the country 
and to be satisfied with permission to work as much as he liked.”’ 

His work is over. Our science is the richer for his having delved in it. 
Our way the clearer for the great light he has thrown upon it; but his place, 
who can or will rise to fiil it? 

Edouard Frossard was born near Lake Lemair, Switzerland, sixty-two years 
azo and came to this country in 1858. During the Rebellion he served his 
adopted country in the field with distinction. In 1872 he began the study of 
Numismatics and five years later began his career as a dealer which contin- 
ued uninterruptedly up to th2 time of his death. He was one of the best 
known dealers in coins in this country and his honesty and fair dealing 
brougut him a large clientele at, home? and abroad. He has compiled many 


catalogues for others, and in his own name, one hundred and sixty; this last 
sale being for April 14th, the same day the wires announced throughout the 
country his death. For some years he published Numisma, a trade journal 


-and in connection with Mr. Hays published a monograph on the cents of 1794. 


His late effort in the line of Franco-American Tokens has been referred to. 
Mr. Frossard was a Mason; a member of U. S. Grant Post, G. A. R.. and sev- 
eral Numismatic societies. His photo and biography have been published in 
this magazine. * Mr. Frossard’s health has not been good the past winter, 


- he haying as he informed us, a neuralgia of the heart but his late letters were 


hopeful and that he was all right again. We have no particulars of his last 
illness, but know ‘‘’ Twas not a transition from life to death, but rather one 
from death to life eternal.’’
